•ttamer Hero, 91 guns; the Ariadne, acrew, 


> guns ; the Flying Fish, screw, 0 guns ; 


and the royal paddle yacht Osborue. The 
Prince will take hia passage out and home 
in the Hero, one of the finest vessels of her 
claw in the English Navy. The yacht Os- 
borne will bo retained for services on the 
coasts and rivers of Canada. 


The London Times expresses a hope that 


the Prince, after visiting Canada, will make 
a tour through the United States, where he 
may be sure of a generous welcome; and 
if ho should visit the President at Washing- 


ton, 
the Times feels sure the courtesy -will 


be appreciated and the net will tend to draw 
closer the bonds which unite the two coun- 
tries. It says : 


" It would, however, be ft matter of re- 


gret if the Prince of Wales, satisfied with 
the homage of the Canadians, should neg- 
lect to vitit the Kepublic which now plays so 
great n part in the world. AVe do not, of 
course, anticipate inanycasethcit the Prince 
would return to England without having set 
foot on the United States' territory; but 
there are different ways of visiting n conn- 
try, ami, as none repays attentive observa- 
tion more than the American Republic, so 
none is likely to be HO ill understood by n 
mere Hying tourist. 


America is not a country of museums 


and palaces, to be "done" in so ninny days 
with u Murray's Handbook. Its interests 
in its people, in the phases of civilization 
through which they are passing, in the po- 
litical and commercial activity which they 
display, in their energy and restlessness, 
their irrentness and their weaknesses. Al- 
though wo cannot expect that n youth in hia 
nineteenth year should be nble to appreciate 
the American Common wealth, yet we feel 
sure that n journey through tho I'nitud 
States and some association with the people 
would not be lost labor.

Prince of Wales might find both instruction 
and recreation in n visit to the Atlantic cit- 
ies, 
whether it )>i; New York, in nil its am- 


bitious and span-new splendor, or its more 
quiet rivals. There is much to hu learnt 
from n few weeks of such travel—more 
than a Royal personage may ever Afterwards 
have an opportunity of learning. 
One who 


is called to such high destinies, and who 
will have such opportunities of directing 
the tastes of his countrymen, niay iiclvau- 
tngeou.sly study tho progress iu the nrt.s of 
life by n people, thrown, ns it were but yes- 
terday, on tho shores of a new continent, n 
progress not less wonderful than their com- 
mercinl prosperity. 
If the Prince of Wales 


should further visit tho ProsidenL of the 
l.'nited States at Washington, tho courtesy 
will, we fuel sure, bo appreciated, and tend 
to draw closer the bonds which unito the two

A Rtck Haul of Villn|nr. 


A few' yenra ago, snys the New .Orleans 


Delta, two stout, able bodied, and rather 
intelligent young men, were hung in fron.t 
of the Parish prison of this citn. for tbe 
crime of murdering ti negro girl, who, de 
tecting them in nn an attempt to rob her 
master, was abont to make nn outcry. The 
circumstances of the murder were peculiar- 
ly revolting. The girl was held; by one of 
the robbers whilst the other proceed -to cut 
her throat. These two murderers were An- 
tonio and Louis Delisle, both Frenchmen. 
The latter supplied the razor, and held the 
poor victim, whilst the other perpetrated 
the horrible deed. Antonio, with one of,his 
confederates, a man named Adam, was 
arrested, convicted and 'hung. The testi- 
mony upon which they were convicted was 
that of a brother.of Delisle, who, to procure 
a pardon and relense,turned state's evidence. 


Another actor in this tragedy now ap- 


pears on the stage, under very remarkable 
circumstances. Among the prisoners ta- 
ken by our naval forces of Vera Cruz, in 
the recent capture of Miramon's party, and

Delialo was one of the fiercest of the ruf- 


lians who urged on the resistance of the 
Miravnon to the Indianolia and Wave. Aiioth-' 
other escaped murderer of the same party, 
who also turned up, to the great joy of the 
police detectives, is Antonio Carcatio, whq, 
murdered »u> old sailor in Gallatin street, in 
tlm city, some years ago, was pursued 'and 
wounded, and escaped, and after other mur- 
ders in Cuba und elsewhere, became .the 
worthy associate of Marin in his expedition 
to Vera Cruz. 


The presence of him and of other refu- 


gees from justice; affords nn explanation of 
the obstinacy of the resistance, and may 
justify the plea of Marin that the firing into 
ouv vessels was continued against his or- 
ders. 
Delisle and Cnrcnrio had good rea- 


sons for this desperate resistance, nnd 
doubtless a careful scrutiny of the other 
prisoners will discover others who were im- 
pelled by like motives. 
Thus the gallant 


capture of this band of ruffinna may serve 
the purpose of justice, as well as vindicate 
the national dignity. Captain Turner has 
doubtless made a good haul and dragged to 
our shores some precious villains, for whom 
tho absence of the extradition treaty with 
Spain has rendered. the Island of Cuba a 
safe and congenial asylum. 
] I'J'here can be no doubt of the right v'i the 
state to demand, nor of the promptitude of 
the federal government to snrceuiter, all 
such felons that may be found in this party. 
Wo doubt if even the intervention of the 
t'rcnch nnd Spanish authorities, who have 
been postering Captain Jartis with their 
protests, will take these ruffians out, of the 
hands of our justice, or suve them from the 
punishment which awaits their crimes.

Visit of tlie Prince of Wales to Amer- 


ica. 


It is announced tbnt the .squadron to cou- 


vey the Prince of NVnles to Canada on his 
forthcoming visit will consist of the screw- 
steamer Hero, 91 guns ; the Ariadne, screw, 
26 guns ; the Flying Fish, screw, 0 guns ; 
and the royal paddle yacht Osborne. The 
Prince will take his passage out and home 
in the Hero, one of the finest vessels of her 
clasa in the English Navy. The yacht Os- 
borne will be retained for services on the 
coasts and rivers of Canada. 


The London Times expresses.a hope that 


the Prince, after visiting Canada, will make 
a tour through the United States, where he 
may be sure of a generous welcome ; and 
if he should visit the President at Washing- 
ton, the Times feels sure the courtesy will 
he appreciated and the net will tend to draw 
closer the bonds which unite the two coun- 
tries. It says : 


" It would, however, be a matter of re- 


gret if the Prince of Wales, satisfied with 
the homage of the Canadians, should neg- 
lect to visit the Republic which now plays so 
great a part in the world. We do not, of 
course, anticipate in any case that the Prince 
would return to England without having set 
foot on the United States' territory; but 
there are different ways of visiting a coun- 
try, and, as none repays attentive observa- 
tion more than the American Republic, so 
none is likely to be so ill understood by a

A Illcli Haul of Villainy. 


A few years ago, says the New Orleans 


Delta, two stout, able bodied, and rather 
intelligent young men, were hung in front 
of the Parish prison of this city, for the 
crime of murdering a negro girl, who, de- 
tecting them in an an attempt to rob her 
master, was about to make an outcry. The 
circumstances of the murder were peculiar- 
ly revolting. 
The girl was held by one of 


tho robbers whilst the other proceed to cut 
her throat. These two murderers were An- 
tonio and Louis Delisle, both Frenchmen. 
The latter supplied the razor, and held the 
poor victim, whilst the other perpetrated 
the horrible deed. 
Antonio, with one of his 


confederates, a man named Adam, was 
arrested, convicted and hung. The testi- 
mony upon which they were convicted was 
that of a brother of Delisle, who, to procure 
a pardon and release,turned state's evidence. 


Another actor in this tragedy now ap- 


pears on the stage, under very remarkable 
circumstances. Among the prisoners ta- 
ken by our. naval forces of Vera Cruz, in 
the recent capture of Miramon's party, and 
now incarcerated in the Parish prison, 
some of our vigilant police officers have 
recognized nnd identified the person of 
Louis Delisle, the confederate in the murder 
of the-slave girl, while his brother cut her 
throat. 


Delisle was one of the fiercest of the ruf- 


fians who urged on the resistance of the 
MirauiontothelndianoliaandWave. Anoth- 
other escaped murderer of the same party, 
who also turned up, to the great joy of the 
police.detectives, is Antonio Carcario, who 
murdered an old sailor in Gallatin street, in 
this city, some years ago, was pursued and 
wounded, and escaped, and after other mur- 
ders in Cuba and elsewhere, became the 
worth}' associate of Marin in his expedition 
to Vera Cruz. 


The presence of him and of other refu-

The attendance upon the day ses 
sions, numbered about fifty, of whom thirtj 
were teachers ; while that upon the evenin 
sessions was quite large. A good degree o 
interest was shown in the class exercises 
in which the subjects of fractions, percent 
age, 
mensuration, perspective drawing 


spelling, elementary sounds, properties o 
the voice, emphasis, and pronunciation 
were considered. Two essays were read 
one by S. S. Rockwood, on " Common 
Schools a Failure," the other by S. S. Wai 
lihan, on " The Relation of Patrons to ou 
Schools." 


The following subjects were discussed 


the last three in the evening sessions, when 
several eitzens of the place, together with a 
number of teachers, participated in the ex 
ercises :—"The Utility of Ladies Studying 
the Higher Mathematics," " The Defects o: 
our Common Schools," " The Duty of Pa 
rents to give a more Efficient Support to 
our Schools," " The Moral Influence of our 
system of Instruction." 


A resolution was adopted, suggesting the 


forming of local associations of teachers 
in different parts of the county, to awuken 
a more general interest in behalf of our 
common schools. 


A committee was appointed to devise 


means for securing one or more lectures on 
educational topics, to be delivered in each 
school district in the county, during the 
coming fall and winter; also, to issue a cir.
